While Germans Roit 
New Cabinet Is Given 
Vote of Confidence 


Chancellor Stresemann 
Gives Conditions To Put 
End to Passive Resist- 
ance in Ruhr. 


Berlin, August 14.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)—The new cabinet 
headed by Chancellor Stresemann was 
given a yote of confidence today by 
the reichstag, 240 deputies out of 
a total of 341 favoring the govern- 
ment. Seventy-six votes were cast 
in opposition, while 25 deputies, sup- 
posed to be of the Bavarian people’s 
party, abstained from voting. The 
other opposition came from the na- 
tionalists and communists. 

The vote came after Dr. Strese- 
mann had addressed the reichstag and 
given that body the new government’s 
viewpoint on the’ general situation. 
and particularly with reference to the 
crisis brought about by the occupa- 
tion of the Ruhr and the Rhineland. 

He informed the members of the 
chamber that Germany required com- 
plete restoration of her rights in the 
occupied territory as an essential tc 
the abandonment of passive resistance 
The setting free of all Germans im- 
prisoned in the districts occupied by 
the French and Belgians and permis- 
sion for the return of those who have 
been sent out of the occupied area 
also were made conditions for 
cessation of passive resistance. 

No Sign of Weakness. 

Dr. Stresemann declared the change 
im government was not a sign of 
weakness on the part of Germany. On 
the contrary, the change had brought 
into being the strongest cabinet, as re- 
gards opposition to any idea of per. 
mitting the violating of Germany, that 
the country had since the republic 
was formed. 

Passing almost immediately to the 
question of the occupation of the 
Ruhr in his address, the chancellor 
said passive resistance was deeply 
rooted in the firm conviction of its 
justice. “This,” he declared, ‘“‘has 


been unequivocally recognized by the}

Pitiful Scenes Enacted at 


Children Wait in Vain 
for Their Loved Ones. 


BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 

Kemmerer, Wyo., August 14.— 
Fighting their way through the par- 
tially dismantled portions of fron- 
tier No. 1 of the Kremmerer Coal 
company, one mile from here, scene 
of an explosion shortly after 8 o’clock 
this morning, rescue workers tonight 
had brought out alive 37 of the 138 
miners entombed by the blast. It is 
feared that approximately 100 men 
still unaccounted for have perished. 

The-explosion occurred in the vi- 
cinity of the 1,700-foot level of the 
mine. ‘Tonight rescue workers had 
penetrated to ‘nearly every quarter 
of the underground workings, and it 
was indicated they had brought out 
all the men remaining alive. Smoke- 
blackened members of mine _ cars, 
buried in a-cave-in on the 1,700-foot 
level in the workings jin entry 15, 
gave rise to the belief that fire had 
fohowed the blast which tore down 
sections of the roof, ripped up tracks 
on which “trip” cars are operated 
and dismantled the electric wiring of 
the mine, plunging the smoke-filled 
depths into darkness. The cause of 
the explosion is presumed to have 
been a blowout shot, according to a 
statement issued late today by the 
Kemmerer Coal company. 

No Fire Followed. 

The company declared in the state- 
ment that no fire had followed the 
explosion. At the same time the 
company annownced that rescue 
work was continuing and that the 
final figures on the number of yic- 
tims in the disaster would not be 
known for a few hours. 

Crowds of women and children, 
many of them made widows and or- 
phans by the blast, gathered about the 
mouth of the shaft as the rescue work 
went on. Many were hysterical. When 
“trip” cars carrying the survivors 
came to the surface the crowd became 
almost uncontrollable, rushing forward 
in a mad effort te find their loved 
ones and Kemmerer police and volun- 
teer workers experienced the greatest 
difficulty in keeping them away from 
the mouth of the shaft.

Poincare To Give 


Courteous Reply 
To English Note 


Paris, August 14.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.) —Premier Poincare, who 
will return to Paris tonight, has in- 
formed his collaborators at the for- 
eign office that he intends “in the 
most courteous manner possible” to 
reply point by point to the note of 
Lord Curzon, Britigh secretary for 
on the _ reparations 
question. Although the reply will be 
courteous, it is asserted in foreign of- 
fice circles that it will be a stout re- 
affirmation of the French viewpoint 
and a flat rejection of the British 
suggestions. , 

The reply will be sent probably be- 
fore the end of the week. 

Although it is no longer assumed in 
official quarters here that the entente 
may survive, the situation is taken 
calmly in governmental circles, as 
well as by the press and public. The 
French have long considered the en- 
tente as defunct in so far as it con- 
cerns cooperation between England 
and France on the application of the 
terms of the treaty of Versailles. Lord 
Curzon’s note is taken as a pubac rec- 
ognition of that fact by the Brisish 
government, with the aim of throw- 
ing the responsibility upon France. 

Premier Poincare, it is understood, 
will carefully omit anything that 
might be taken up as a denunciation 
of the entente, leaving the initiative 
in the final rupture to the British 
government, 

If Prime Minister Baldwin decides 
to call an international conference to 
fix Germany’s capacity to pay, that 
action will be taken by the French, 
it is forecast, as an unfriendly act 
which will end the cordial relations 
that have existed for nearly 20 years. 
France will then recall the fact that 
after all she is the principal creditor 
of Germany and that care must be 
taken that her rights as such are not 
infringed upon.

World War M Memorials,: 


Rome, Ga., August 14. —( Special.) 
After having. been five yeary without 
anything resembling a memorial. to 
Romans who lost their lives in the 
world war, the city now seems fo be 
in a fair way to have two memorials, 
erected almost simultaneously—one by 
the American Legion pos@here and the 
other by the World War Memorial 
association. 

One of the monuments; according to 
present pjans, will be erected on a 
plot of ground between the city hall 
and the Garnegie Library building, 
while the other ig to be set up in the 
city cemetery -where it touches the 
foot of- Broad street. The memorial 
association will erect the one on the 
city - hall. plot, while the © legion’s 
memorial will Hh _ the cemetery. 

to Agree. ° 

Decision bg the two orgenizations 
to go ahead with separate plans fol- 
lows failure to agree on the sort of 
memorial and the location for it. The 
immemorial association set on foot a 
movement to ereet.a suitable. monu- 
ment to Floyd county’s dead soldiers 
several years ago. After having 
raised several hundred dollars, the 
matter was not pushed for soye time. 

Then the local camp of the Amer- 
ican Legion took up the matter. Some 
wembers of the legion wish to make 
the legion’s memorial one dedicated 
specifically to Charles Graves, “known 
hero” of Americe. Other members 
wish to. have it‘a general memorial to 
all Floyd county’s soldier dead. This 
phase of the matter will be threshed 
out Friday night at a special meeting 
of the legion and a definite decision 
reached, 

Meanwhile, the memorial associa- 
tion is pushing its plans to raise funds 
to finish paying for a handsome slab 
ordered for the memorial it is plan- 
ning. On this slab, it is planned to 
plant the monster 155 millimeter gun 
from the battlefields of France, 
shipped to Rome to be used in a me- 
morial. The legion has been planning 
te use the same gun. 

Gun In Dispute. 

The mefhorial association holds that 
it wag through work of its members 
that the gun was secured and that 
they and*they alone are entitled to it. 
The legion is not inclined to discuss 
this phase-of the matter, contenting 
itself with saying that the gun they 
plan to use will be forthcoming at the 
proper time. 

The legion announces that it will 
inaugurate qa campaign to raise funds 
immediately. The memoria] associa- 
tion has already arranged to bring ex- 
Governor Alf Taylor, of Tennessee, 
here to lecture in behalf of its cam- 
paign for funds. Arrangements for 
the lecture are already completed. 

Neither the legion nor the Memo- 
rial association will discuss plans of 
the other organization except in a 
general way. Both assume the atti- 
tude that the other’s activities are 
no concern of theirs, 


Farms on Cash Basis. 


Rome, Ga., August 14,—(Special.) 
Seores of Floyd county farmers are 
operating their farms on a cash basis 
this year for the first time in their 
lives due to mioney obtained through 
the local curb market, according to 
bankers who were interviewed on the 
matter today. 

There has been a very marked drop 
in the number of farmers who have 
come in to borrow money on which to 
operate, officials of every” bank in 
Rome are umpnimous in declaring. In 
addition, quite an appreciable num- 
ber of farmers have actually been 
able to deposit small sums almost ev- 
ery week after paying their operat- 
ing expenses, several bankers report. 
There can be no question, these bank 
officials state, but the curb market 
has proven the salvation of many 
farmers who were faced at the be- 
ginning of the year with an almost 
hopeless prospect. 

And, in addition to supplying them 
with cash, the market has taught 
these farmers how to prepare their 
products for market and has widened 
their out-of-town markets, one bank- 
er points out. He cites the case of a 
customer of his bank who is now sell- 
ing produce in Atlanta and Chatta- 
nooga for the first time in his life 
because he has learned at the curb 
market here how to make his prod- 
ucts salable in these larger markets. 


Gas F ight Dropped. 


Rome, Ga., August 14.—(Special.) 
The threatened fight on increased gas 
rates for Rome is believed now to 
have been dropped for good. City 
officials state that rhe quality of 
gas being served here now is far 
above that of several moaths ago and 
if not quite up to the standard set 
by the public service commission in 
its order authorizing 2 raise in rates, 
it is so near it that the differ=nce 
is negligible. 

About two months ago, the public 
service commission authorized a raise 
in local rates from $1.65 to $2.10. 
The order specified, however, that a 
higher quality of gas must be for 
nished. For a fttme after the order 
was passed, city officials held that 
the required standard was not being 
met and heckage- sige * that they would 
fight paying the “igher rate. Now, 
however, it is believed that the muat-’ 
ter has been definitely settled and 
that Rome's “gas war” which raged 
for several years, is h ds finaly over. 


Fire Boys | Inactive. 


Rome, Ga., August 14. —~( Special.) 
l ome’s fire department is in danger 
of forgetting how to do its stunts, 
due to the fact that the members 
are not getting practice enough 
to keep them in shape.

If there were 
accommodations to be had for them 
there is little question, officials of tha 
institution state, but that more: than 
1.000 students would be enrolled by 
the time school opens on August 18.

The reali- 
gation of this gradually ‘brought the 
French to count only upon them- 
selves. Hence the occupation of the 
Ruhr.” | 
Canon Dimnet asserted that the 
bigh hope of a rapproachement with 
Germany lay in the economic domains. 
“It seems extraordinary,” he said. 
‘that people do not see it as it is, 
an irresistible eurrent which drives 
France toward Germany, as the cur- 
rent which slowly but surely drives 
America toward Europe.

He 
yearns for something more satisfy- 
ing—and ignorance of the theory of 
evolution or of any other theory 
will not help to satisfy that longing. 
The milk and honey Christian is not 
to be compared with the Christian 
who faces the problems of the world 
—and conquers them, 

Religion, evolution, faith—these 
things are ours to work with as we 
will. It is not for legislatures to 
tell us what we must or must not 
believe—nor need we fear that col-. 
lege professors will make atheists of 
the youth of the land. College pro- 
fessors were once young, and, like 
all of us, have had their battles to 
fight. They realize only too well 
that man speaks “Each in His Own 
Tongue”: 

“A fire-mist and a planet, 
A crystal and a cell, 
A jelly-fish and a saurian, 
And the caves where the cavemen 
dweis” 
Then a sense of law and beauty, 
And a face turned from the clod— 
Some call it Evolution, 
And others call it God.” 


The argument over evolution is 
‘both useless and stupid. 

The real question is not ‘Where 
did we come from?” but “What are 
we?” Are we brutes now—or 
men? And how shall we live—like 
brutes or like men? 


BIG BETHEL’S APPEAL. 
The members of Big Bethel 
churth, which was before its recent 
destruction by fire one of the larg- 
fest edifices in the south, with per- 
haps the largest membership of any 
colored church in America, are in 
the midst of an intensive campaign 
this week to raise in Atlanta $50,- 
000 required to complete the re- 
building. 
This is a most worthy cause and 
it goes without saying that the 
white people of Atlanta and Geor- 
gia will contribute most liberally. 
Big Bethel has been a factor for 
good in this community. Powerful 
in its influence, that influence has 
always been directed to the proper 
racial relationships, and to the mak- 
ing of the negro a good workman, 


a good citizen and a trustworthy, 


individual in whatever worthwhile 
endeavor undertaken. 

Big Bethel church is a historical 
landmark for Atlanta, and of the 
south. Organized during the days 
of slavery, it has taken an active 
part in every forward movement for 
the development of this city. Since 


the fire most of its activities. had to k 


cease for lack of rooming facilities; 
even immediate church Services 
were greatly handicapped. 
. It was completed after thirty 
years of labor on the part of Big 
Bethel officers and congregation; in- 
volving the .work of eight pastors, 
in October, 1922, under the leader- 
ship and direction of its ‘present 
pastor, Dr. R. H. Singleton, who has 
served as pastor for seven years. 
The church had a seating capacity 
of approximately 1,500. e 
A fire of unknown origin on Feb- 
‘ruary 16 completely destroyed tHe 
church, save for the stone walls. 
‘The faith of the pastor in the appre- 
ciation of the citizenry of the serv- 
ices Bethel has rendered in the 
whole community stimulated him to

TODAY’S SAFETY TALK 


ELECTRICAL -APPLIANCES 
CAUSE FIRES. 


Electric irons left on troning boards 
with the current’ turned on have 
caused a large number of fires in re- 
cent years, according to a recent gov- 
ernment report. . 

Asbestos pads should be provided 
for irons and the current should be 
turned off when the ironing is fin- 
ished, 

Electric coffee percolators, chafing 
dishes and other utensils used for 
boiling liquids become overheated and 
may cause fires if left connected after 
the liquid has been emptied or boiled 
away. 

Many of these utensils consume as 
much current as all the electric light 
bulbs in the honse, so it is in the in- 
terests of economy as well as safcty 
to keep them turned off when not in 
use. 

Since these appliances are handled 
when the current is turned on, only 
reliable apparatus with all current- 
carrying parts properly § insulated 
should be used to avoid accidental 
shock. With a good contact even 110 
volts may cause serious results..

The enactment by the assembly 
of the 3-cent a gallon tax on gasoline 
ought to. demand immediate county 
rate ad valorem reductions in every 
county in Georgia. _

The state ad valorem rate is very 
wisely limited to 5 mills. ae 
I think the uniform property rate 
is unfair and unjust, whether it is 
2 mills or & because it taxes money 
and securities at par valuations at 
the same rate it taxes some other 
property. assessed at perhaps 25 per 
cent of par, and so on. 

There is nothing fair about it, and 
that is why I have labored so ardu- 
ously and consistently for the writing 
of a state tax system in the state’s 
constitution that» will, first, classify 
all properties and assess different 
rates on all classes on an equitable 
basis of valuations as returned, the 
maximum rate not be over three mills 
instead of five mills as now, running 
down to perhaps one-half of one mill; 
and second, a net graduated income 
tax not to exceed 3 per cent max- 
imum, applicable only to. those who 
are not on the property digests. 

Failing in this, however, the legis- 
lature as yet having done nothing on 
the fundamental 
problem, I do now ask with all the 
sincerity at my command that all the 
counties immediately reduce their ad 
valorem rates, which constitute the 
land owner’s real burden, on the un- 
challengeable ground that the money 
accruing to them under the 3-cent 
gasoline tax bill will enable them to 
do so to a most decided extent. 

And that is not all— 

With the facts before the legislators 
if this assembly, within the few hours 
left, does not submit an amendment 
constitutionally limiting the rate a 
county may charge on property to 
not to exceed 12 mills, the assembly 
will simply go on record as not earn- 
estly seeking to relieve the tax bur- 
denseof the agricultural classes of 
Georgia.

Some are able to make as much as 
$1,000 a week, but the average is 
around $500. ‘They are deft in pro- 
viding new business, lines and quips 
after seeing an act. 

Jean Havez, who left Broadway 
for Hollywood, is said to receive 
$1,500 a week for “cooking up” funny 
situations for screen stars. Havez 
was an indifferent song writer who 
loafed about the Friars until he dis- 
covered his ability to fashion the 
merry movie stunt. 

Two other conspicuous examples 
of “gag men” are Tommy Gray and 
James Madison. They have their own 
cars and summer in -Europe. The 
variety actor's success depends large- 
ly upon the pseudo-spontaneity of the 
“wise crack”—a term, by the way, 
coined by Chic Sale. 

fhe actor will pay as high as $100 
for a pun or line-bringing the laugh. 
T Gray went into.,the Palace 
one Monday afterrioon With pad and 
pencil and watched the performance. 
He picked up $1,000 among the ar- 
tists by furnishing them extra lines. 

As a rule, however, the “gag men” 
are paid a fixed sum for an entire 
monologue and a_ percentage royalty 
from the actor’s salary for the year. 
Gene Buck, aside from writing song 
lyrics,. makes a comfortable sum fur- 
nishing lines for the Follies. He is 
retained exclusively by Ziegfeld. 

Bert Williams was one of the few 
monologuists whose lines were almost 
entirely his own-——although now and 
then he accepted “extra bits” from 
Havez, 

Speaking of “gags,” a new type of 
telephone joker has popped up to an- 
noy New York and has become such 
a pest the opcrating compsny has 


unleashed a group of detectives to end 
the nuisance, 

The joker calls up late at night 
from some apartment party. To the 
sleepy person at the other end he 
says: “his is the testing station. Is 
your phone in order?” 

To the usual affirmative reply he 
continues: “Please unscrew the 
mouthpiece.” This is usually done. 
“Are you holding the mouthpiece in 
your hand?” Then: “All right—hold 
it there and recite the Declaration of 
Independence backward.”

The 
rug should be allowed to dry for at 
least 24 hours; if it is light weight, 
care should be taken not to put on so 
much glue that it will penetrate to 
the right side. 

Q.—What is quicksand? 

A.—A loose sand into which solid 
bodies readily sink.

Supreme Court May Rule. 

Vrashington, August 14.—The fed- 
eral court decision returned today in 
Brooklyn, holding that foreign craft 
hovering about the three-mile limit to 
land rum cargoes are liable to seiz- 
ure, may lead eventually to a ruling 
by the supreme court as to whether 
the old statute known as the “hover- 
ing act’? may properly be iiuvoked in 
the enforcement of prohibition. 

Details of the Brooklyn case are 
not known to officials here, but it is 
considered entirely possible that it 
may furnish a vehicle for carrying to 
the highest court a questier that for 
some time has more or less un- 
determined in the minds of the prohi- 
bition authorities. 

The hovering act which was placed 
‘ou the statute books many years be- 
fore the advent of prohibition, was 
simed primarily at merchandise smug- 
glers. By it, the United States as- 
sumed a “customs jurisdiction” ex- 
tending to 12 miles from shore. It 
provided that vessels found within 
that limit and carrying any cargo 
except that properly listed on their 
manifests could be seized. Only in 
exceptional cases, however, has this 
jurisdiction been: exercised and the 
authority to make such se‘zures has 
been disputed abroad. 

It is assumed that the principle in- 
volved in the hovering act guided the 
Brooklyn court in its finds.gs, as of- 
ficials here find it difficult to under- 
stand how such a decision could have 
been based on the’ provisions of the 
eighteenth amendment of the Volstead 
act. The supreme court recently held 
that so far as the prohibition legis- 
lation itself was concerned, it was 
the. intent to apply prohibition with- 
in the three-mile limit only.

Aix-la-Chapelle, August 14.—(By

All the victims were German civil- 
ians. In yesterday’s demonstration 
four Germans were killed and forty 
wounded, 

The créwd was composed for the 
most part of idle workmen. It laid 
regular siege to the headquarters and 
refused to heed the police warnings 
to disperse. 

After throwing hand grenades into 
the crowd and firing several volleys’ 
the security police emerged and 
charged the mob with sabres and re- 
volvers. Mounted police are patrol- 
ling the city. The Belgian froops did 
not interfere. 


Riots at Hamburg. 

London, August 14.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)\—Hamburg. was the 
scene of further rioting today with 
many killed or wounded, according to 
a Central News dispatch from Ber- 
lin. Communists have gained the up- 
per hand at Wilhelmsburg near Ham- 
burg, the dispatch adds, disarming 
the militia and taking control of the 
town.

“If the weather is dry, dust the 
cotton good so that the weevil will 
not be able to multiply rapidly when 
the rains begin. Use a. good duster, 
and if the infestation~is heavy dust 
every three or four days until the 
weevil is under control. 

“The state board has a_ small 
amount of arsenate which can be put- 
chased, but the indications are that it 
will not be on hand long. If you have 
not a sufficient amount to dust dur- 
ing the season, place your order at 
once, 

“The leaf worm, sometimes called 
the caterpillar or army worm, has 
mace its appearance in Georgia and 
ireheations are that much damage 
will be done by this pest. Dusting 
with calcium arsenate is one of the 
best remedies. Fields dusted for the 
boll weevil will be free from invasion 
by the leaf worm and all fields should 
be dusted if it appears in this section. 

“The supplies of calcium arsenate 
in this state probably will not be 
great. It should not be shipped out 
of the state. Any person having any 
for sale is requested to communicate 
with the state board of entomology.”

Whatever science they may have 
picked np in years. of knocking about 
in this racket called pugilism was 
thrown to the four winds last night 
by Captain Bob Roper and Joe Loh- 
man, the Toledo light heavyweight, in 
their ten round struggle at Spiller's 
bowl, Roper winning after the rough- 
est fight staged in Atlanta since 
Johnny Colmars and Frankie Murphy 
settled their differences a couple of 
years ago. 

Fighting under straight rules, both 
warriors felt they were justified in 
using every weapon, legal and illegal, 
known to the pastime. Pistols were 
barred probably because there were 
not any available, but everything was 
fone that can be accomplished with 
rloved fists, sharp teeth and bony 
tibows. The range of operation for 
the heavy artillery was from the dan- 
jruff hatchery to the bunyon reserva- 
tion and the fighters were accurate 
marksmen. 

Low hitting was a sin easily for- 
riven; butting was done on even 
terms, neither participant having any 
jecided advantage, and in the last 
round Lohman could resist the temp- 
tation no longer,. exacting at least 
some portion of the fabled pound of 
flesh by clamping a deadly looking set 
of teeth in Roper’s left shoulder. 
Which was nothing. argue Lohman’s 
'riends, except repaying Captain- Bob 
for some of.the free eating he had 
heen deing at Mr. Lohman’s expense. 

Is Rough and Tumble.

ty one of the most entertaining

It was unquestionably the hardest 
contested ring battle staged in At- 
lanta in many months. It took less 
than two rounds to turn the bout into 
the most bitter duel of the season 
and from the second frame both were 
swinging from Port Arthur and trust- 
Ing to inck that something fell. At 
the start of the third both were ad- 
mittedly out for blood and the climax 
was reached in the sixth round. 

In this session the fighting had 
been terrific. After slugging toe-to- 
toe with his heavier opponent for 
more then half of the round, Loh- 
man retreated to a neutral corner in 
order to study the situation. Cap- 
tain Robert was after him like a 

nther and whipped a_ hard left to 

ie jaw. He followed this drive with 
a right to the body and Lohman 
slumped to the floor, claiming a foul. 
Confusion of course ensued and the 
bell rang. The claim was not allowed 
and after less than the rest period 


of one minute had expired, the fighters} 


met in the center of the ring, ap- 
parently to talk matters over, but im- 


mediately began scrapping. This went 
down officially as the seventh round 
Roper Is Winner. 

There was little question about 
Roper earning the decision that was 
given him. He had a clean-cut mar- 
gin in six rounds and lost two, while 
a couple were fairly even. The pun- 
ishment he dealt in the infighting was 
terrible and the heavy blows he put 
into Lohman’s stomach steadily wore 
down the Ohio entry. 

Lohman had plenty of speed to 
match with Roper’s harder hitting, 
but lost his head too many times and 
was drawn into waging the kind of 
battle in which Captain Bob is al- 
most unbeatable. Had Lohman elect- 
ed to stay away, depending upon a 
lightning-like left in jabbing, the 
chances are that he would have fared 
much better, but Joe, we take it, likes 
plain old straight-away fighting too 
much to do the other stuff. 

Anyway he fought as Roper want- 
ed him to and was defeated. He 
got rough with one of the roughest, 
toughest customers in the business 
and paid the penalty.’ But he proved | 
that his victory over Floyd Johnson 
was no fluke. It is easy to see that 
Joe Lohman is likely to wallop any 
pugilist who is inclined to regard him 
lightly and reports say Mr. Johnson 
was very cocky when he set sail 
against the Ohio veteran. 

Roper Uses Left. 

Roper, infrequently using one of 
the best lefts we have ever seen hung 
onto. a heavyweight fighter, won the 
first round by digging deeply and 
often into Joe’s midsection, calling up- 
on his right for but little work. He 
plugged throughout the round by sink- 
ing his left to the wrist far into 
Lohman’s stomach. The brighest 
work displayed by the Toledo star was 
remarkable footwork that carried him 
out of the way of damaging wallops 
time after time and put him in posi- 
tion for a show of aggressiveness 
himself. 

Lohman began the second as if he 
intended to make short work of his 
big enemy and was quite some dis- 
tance in front when Roper launched 
an attack that evened the runnd at 
the bell. It was in this round that 
Lohman began to show utter disre- 
gard for Roper’s right, a course that 
came mighty near proving fatal for 
him in the third. Lohman adopted 
the policy of taking a punch to give 
one, 
frame. 

Recalling that Roper had retreaied 
to the ropes in the previous round in 
the face of a slashing attack, Lohman 
pursued the same tactics at the start 
of the third and got away with the 
job in jam-up style for the first half. 
Just as it seemed that he had Roper 
going in the right direction, Lohman 
began to take too many chances and 
almost went to the floor from a- ter- 
rifie right that the captain put in, 
directly over the heart, This cured 
Lohman, for the moment at least, and 
he stepped along om the defensive for 
the rest of the round. 

Lohman Wins Round.

“It is not the beginning of her con- 
tribution to his servicé as leading 
banker and financier, not only of this 
section but of the country at large, 
but the culmination of her life-long 
share in this service.

Washington, August 14—Anthracite 
coal users will not suffer for fuel this 
winter if the United States commis- 
sion is unable to bring peace between 
miners and operators and a strike re- 


sylvania. 

This guarantee was given at the 
white house Tuesday, when it was an- 
nouneed that a plan had been per- 
fected by the government for supply- 
ing substitutes. This plan will be im- 
mediately put into effect if work is 
suspended in the. anthracite mines, 

It was also indicated at the white 
house that President Coolidge hag no 
intention of taking drastic measures 
to bring a settlement in the anthracite 
fields.. He has sent the coal commis- 
sion to New York to find out the facts 
of the present controversy. After a 
esreful study of .the dispute,. efforts 
will be made by the commission to 
find a basis of settlement. But if 20 
agreement is reached, the government 
is fully prepared to supply ‘the public 
with coal, 

The plan, which has been worked 
out by the coal commission, provides: 

1—Use of- substitutes of coke and 
semi-volatile bituminous for anthra- 
cite. | 
2—Adequate transportation facili- 
ties for moving substitute coal from 
the regions where it is mined to the 
anthracite consumers. Transporta- 
ticn was really the only problem the 
government faced in preparing to meet 
the emergency. Bituminous operators, 
representing practically the entire in- 
dustry, have-assured the commission 
that they cd#h furnish plenty of sub 
stitute coal to meet all needs afid have 
offered to place all their resources at 
the government's demands: even to al- 
lowing the government to fix the price 


of coal if necessary.

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Asks U.S. Probe 


Columbus, Ohio, August 14.—(By 
the Associated Press.) — While the 
gasoline war is raging throughout the 
west and central west, Ohio today of- 
Yicially viewed it with alarm and im- 
plored the federal government to step 
in and cope with the situation. 

After a protracted conference with 
officials of the Ohio State Automobile 
association, Governor A. V. Donahey 
sent a telegram to President Coolidge 
urging “an immediate searching in- 
vestigation by the federal government 
to ascertain the facts so that justice 
may be done to all concerned.” Fred 
S. Caley, president of the automobile 


association, and Charles C. Janes, 
secretary, also sent a joint telegram 
to the president indorsing the gover- 
nor’s request for an investigation. 

Governor Donahey also sent a tele- 
gram to State’s Attorney General C. 
C. Crabe, directing him to at onee 
begin an investigation to ascertain 
whether the price of gasoline in 
Ohio is being maintained at a high 
price in violation of the Valentine 
anti-trust laws. In his telegram to 
the president, Governor Donahey 
promised Ohio's cooperation in any 
investigation undertaken by the fed- 
eral government. 


“RUSHING 
THE CAN.” 

Chicago, August 14.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—American motor- 
ists from the Alleghanies to the Rock- 
ies today revived the quaint old cus- 
tom of “rushing the can” as price 
slashing of competitors in the gaso- 
line industry brought about bargain 
prices. Retail gasoline dealers re- 
ported one of the greatest sales rec- 
ords in their history. 

The thrifty tourist brought forth 
no paens of prosperity from the petro- 
leum industry, however, for all assert- 
ed that prevailing prices were far 
below the cost of production and will 
prevail only as long as competition 
makes them necessary. 

The reduced prices in general ex- 
tended from the Alleghany mountains 
to the Rockies, consumers of the mid- 
dle west and south reaping the prin- 
cipal benefits, although some sections 
were still affected. Few points along 
either the Atlantic or Pacific coasts 
reported any general reductions. 

The price slashing, started by the 
Standard Oi] Company of Indiana 
in South Dakota after Governor W. 
H. McMaster had ordered staté de- 
pots to sell gasoline at 16 cents, was 
extended thronghout the ¢ompany’s 
territory in ten states and part of 
an eleventh today with reductions of 
6.6 cents. Independents, charging the 
cut of the Standard is unfair and 
ruinous, fell in line with reduced 
prices, although in many instances 
they were only five cent cuts. 


Two-Cent Reduction, 

The Standard Oil Company-of New 
Jersey announced a two-cent reduc- 
tion in West Virginia, and the Stand- 
ard Oil Company of Nebraska and 
the Standard Oil Company of Ken- 
tucky also reduced their prices. Ala- 
bama independents announced they 
would meet the cuts in that state 
while the saiie announcement came 
from the Manaattan Oil Company in 
Iowa and the Continental Oil Com- 
pany in Colorado announced a three- 
cent cut. 

As a result of the price slashing’ 
a heavy selling of petroleum stocks 
was reported on the New York curb 
Meanwhile, many.-oil men laughed at 
statements that the action started 
by Governor McMaster, of South Da- 
kota, was responsible for the price 
slump, maintaining instead that sur- 
plus production, particularly in the 
California fields, has made _ storage 
of the surplus impossible with the 
result that companies must unload 
Some of the oil men also attributed 
part of the situation to the selling of 
“distress oil”’—oil that the owners 
must dispose of at any price to meet 


loans and other obligations brought 
about by holding it indefinitely.

W. H. McMaster, of South Dakota. 
who lit the first spark of a gasoline

Means $3,000,000 Revenue. 

The Manfi bill is effective Oetober 
1, and its enactment cdéntemplates 
approximately $3,000,000 in taxes. 
Under the tax law of 1 cent per gal- 
lon, which the new bill supplants, 
the state raised little above $1,000,- 
000 annually. With an additional 2 
cents tax per gallon, $3,000,000 is 
expected. If the estimated amount is 
secured from this tax, $1,000,000 will 
be used for retiring outstanding rail- 
road bonds; $1,000,600 will be di- 
verted to the state highway depart- 
ment for the construction and main- 
tenance of roads, and the other $1.,- 
000,000 will be apportioned among 
the counties of Georgia, on a_ basis 
of each county’s total road mileage 
of the so-called federal system of high- 
ways. 

The signing of tnis bill by the gov- 
ernor was the occasion of an infor- 
mal. ceremony, a number of repre- 
sentatives and senators, including 
Representative eg, of Glynn coun- 
ty, author of the bill, witnessing the 
affixing of the governor’s signature. 

The method of collection of the tax 
will be the same as under the old 
law, collection being made from the 
reminers and whelesale distributors. 
The consum, as usual, will pfy the 
tax as the price will be raised 2 
cents per gallon, effective on the date 
the bill becomes effective, October 1. 

Governor Is Concerned. 

Governor Walker stated, after sign- 
ing the bill increasing the tax on gaso- 
line, that the prices of oil and gaso- 
line had been a subject that has given 
him no little concern for some time. 
That, as attorney general of the state, 
he had first given thought to the mat- 
ter and that following the upheavel 
in prices in “many sections of the 
nation,’ he determined upon authoriz- 
ing a thorough investigation into 
prices in this state with a view of 
giving the consumer the benefit of 
every. possible reduction in the price 
of this fuel. 

The governor stated that it was not 
his desire to start any action which 
would work an injustice upon the 
small and independent dealers, whose 
continuance depended upon their being 
able to meet the competition of prices 
of larger refineries and big dealers.

Chicago, August 14.—For the first 
time in nearly a week the wheat mar- 
ket today took a decided downward 
course.

Much of the selling which took 
place in the wheat market was based 
on opinions that a reaction might nat- 
urally be expected after the continued 
advance witnessed of late. Some bear- 
ish sentiment, however, was apparent- 
ly related to news that the #rench 
government would flatiy reject sritish 
suggestions regarding a _ settlement 
with Germany. In various quarters, 
a bearish view was also taken of an 
official announcement that the Cana- 
dian law applying to grain shipments 
from Canadian ports on the Great 
Lakes would be enforced this season 
despite threatened withdrawals _ of 
gaan States vessels from the traf- 
ic. 

It was contended by bears that the 
effect that shipping situation likely 
to result on the Great Jakes would 
be to cheapen wheat in western Can- 
ada, and render imports into this 
country profitable, offsetting more or 
less the otherwise bullish influence 
of any increased export business 
from the United States by way of the 
Gulf of Mexico or elsewhere. Fresh 
estimates purporting to show that 
world supplies this senson exceeded 
requirements were likewise’ given 
some notice and the market closed 
at virtually the bottom figures of 
the day.
